This paper was read by Miss Herzberg at the meeting 
of the Society held June 25, 1959, West Point, Georgia, 
at the home of Miss Mary Ruth Shaefer. 


The Centennial of the founding of Temple Beth-El 
in 1859 was observed by the Congregation and public 
on May 8, 1959. 3 


Now that the Centennial of Temple Beth-El, Lanett, Alabama, 
(May 3, 1959) is over, I believe you will be interested in hearing 
something about those early Jews, some of whom came to this com- 
munity over one hundred years ago. 


One of the early settlers here was my grandfather, Heyman 
Heyman. This is the way his name is recorded in our family Bible, 
although in later years he was referred to as Herman Heyman. He 
was born at Essen, Prussia, August 24, 1825, and he came to this 
country when about 27 years old. (On the same vessel that brought 
Grandpa Heyman there was returning to Philadelphia a merchant of 
that city, Levi Stern, with his bride from Prussia, Lena Herzberg, a 
sister of my father!) At this time, Philadelphia was quite a center 

~ for many emigrating Jews, and Heyman had a friend in Philadelphia, 
Sam Cohen. 


Heyman Heyman lived for a while at the home of his friend, 
Sam Cohen, and there he met a cousin of Sam’s by the name of Louis 
Merz, who was from Durkheim, Bavaria. In 1853, Heyman Heyman 
and Louis Merz came to LaGrange, Georgia. Heyman was a book- 
keeper in LaGrange for the firm of Behringer & Solomon. Louis 
Merz peddled merchandise in the surrounding country. 


These two men, Heyman and Louis, boarded with a Mr. and 
Mrs. Reuben Lanier, the grandparents of the late Mr. George H. 
Lanier, and the parents of Frank, Reuben, Philip, Pomp and La- 
Fayette Lanier. ‘The Laniers, and Heyman and Louis, decided to 
come to West Point, Georgia, in 1854, when the railroad was ex- 
tended from LaGrange to West Point. 


At West Point the merchandising firm of Heyman & Merz was 
established. Daniel Merz (married to Regina Herzberg) and a brother 
of Louis Merz, came to West Point in 1860, and after the War was a 
partner, the firm’s name then being changed to Heyman, Merz & Co. 


The Merz’s had a sister, Betty, living in Durkheim, Bavaria. In 
Bavaria only a limited number of Jewish men and women were al- 
lowed to marry and have a family, so Betty Merz was brought to Cin- 


cinnati to live with friends of her family. It was quite natural then 
for a correspondence to start between Betty and her brother Louis’ 
partner, and that Heyman, on his trip North to buy merchandise, 
would go by way of Cincinnati to become acquainted with Betty. 


All of this culminated in the marriage of Heyman Heyman and 
Betty Merz in Cincinnati, Ohio, on February 23, 1859. Recently, in 
going through some papers of Miss Bertha Heyman, we came across 
the handwritten marriage contract, signed by Rabbi Isaac Mayer 
Wise, the famed founder of Reform Judaism in this country. Before 
his marriage, Heyman had become a citizen of the United States in 
1858, in the November term of the Troup County, Georgia, Superior 
Court. 


In 1858, there were also living here Jacob Freisleben and Ansel 
Sterne. (Freisleben means “free life’.) In 1874, “Uncle Jake” (as 
everyone called him in later years) married Regina Herzfeld. Regina 
was a sister of Reuben Herzfeld, the Alexander City, Alabama, banker 
who was the father of Joe and Sam Herzfeld. Three of the Freis- 
leben children, Johanna, Amelia and Harry, although living in Ope- 
lika, Alabama, are still loyal members of our Congregation. 


The original John J. Hagedorn (born 1835) came to West Point 
in 1872, and a few years later established the firm of J. J. Hagedorn 
& Co. Uncle John Hagedorn was married to one of my father’s sis- 
ters, Alice Herzberg. Uncle John brought his nephews, Zach and 
Philip Hagedorn, here to help in the store and later they were to be- 
come partners and owners of the store. Zach Hagedorn married 
Jennie Heyman and Philip Hagedorn married Lula Heyman, October 
31, 1883, in a double wedding ceremony held in a house still standing, 
at 210 North 14th Street, Lanett, Alabama. 


The various families and their children formed the nucleus of 
the Jewish Congregation. ‘They met for many years in the homes to 
hold services. Grandpa Heyman would teach Sunday School on Sun- 
day morning. He would take the little ones out to the woods to walk 
for a double purpose, to teach them, and to give their mothers a 
little relief. 


During the War Between the States, Grandpa Heyman and Uncle 
Dan Merz tried to enlist in the Confederate Army but were turned 
down on account of poor eyesight. However, the firm bought land 
on which was a tan yard, and all during the war they tanned leather 
for the Confederate government to make into shoes for the soldiers. 
This tan yard was in the neighborhood of the branch that runs back 
of what was known as the Old McPherson house, in the section for- 
merly known as Heyman Pines. 


Louis Merz, together with Jacob Freisleben and Ansel Sterne, 
enlisted and served in the “West Point Guards” of the Fourth Geor- 
gia Regiment, Volunteer Infantry, C. S. A., of General Cook’s Brigade. 
On September 17, 1862, at the bloody battle of Antietam (Sharpsburg, 
Maryland) Louis Merz surrender his life in defense of the Confed- 


eracy. 


I am going to read you several paragraphs from a copy of an old 
newspaper, The LaGrange Reporter: 


“About the last of April, 1861, the West Point Guards, Com- 
pany D, of the brave and gallant Fourth Georgia Regiment, 
passed LaGrange, where they were joined by the LaGrange 
Light Guards of the same regiment on their way to the 
front. ‘These two companies were made up of the flower of 
Troup County’s young men who responded to the first call 
of the South for troops in the War Between the States. 


“Young Louis Merz, an Israelite and merchant of West 
Point, was a member of the West Point Company. Well 
educated and a perfect gentleman in his bearing and de- 
portment, he was a great favorite among his friends. Brave, 
chivalrous and patriotic, he had enlisted from a sense of 
duty. As young Merz passed LaGrange, we asked him to 
become a correspondent for The Reporter for the reason 
that we knew his letters would be intelligently written and 
his information reliable. His promise was complied with as 
often as he had an opportunity, and his letters were read 
with eagerness and interest.” 
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These article that Louis Merz wrote for The Reporter were 
signed “Beauregard.” In 1875, through an exchange of letters be- 
tween Joseph Brown, Governor of Pennsylvania, and Joseph Brown, 
Governor of Georgia, we learned after the Battle of Antietam the 
Union soldiers had come across the body of a young Confederate sol- 
dier, and thinking he was someone of importance, besides the most 
tidy and cleanest looking Confederate they had ever seen, they dug 
a grave with their swords and buried him. Some data and mementos 
from his body, together with the address, Louis Merz, West Point 
Guards, Co. D, 4th Ga. Regiment, came into possession of the Pennsyl- 
vania Governor Joseph Brown. Governor Brown of Georgia com- 
municated with the Railroad Agent at West Point, Pomp Lanier, and 
some mementos were returned to the family here. 


I have here a diary that Louis Merz kept while in service, the 
last entry in which was made on July 9, 1862. I do not know how 
this came into the family’s possession, if it was found with his body 
or if he had returned it to his family previously, but it holds quite 
interesting accounts of Confederate army life and various records, 
with names familiar to many of you. 


Ansel Sterne wrote a letter of condolence to the family on the 
loss of their brother and his good friend. This original letter was 
recently given to Ansel Sterne’s son, Merwyn Sterne, of Birmingham, 
Alabama, who married Dorah Heyman. This letter confirmed the 
correspondence of the two Governors, for Sterne wrote, and I quote 
from his letter: 


“I was not in the fighting as I was forced to stay back, 
but as soon as I learned that he (Louis) was killed I rushed 
to the battlefield in order to claim his body, but I could not 
get close enough for the enemy had taken over where our 
regiment was fighting that morning. He had no money on 
him—only a memorandum book, and unfortunately I could 
not even get that.” 
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So we do not know whether this is the memorandum book to 
which Sterne referred or whether there was a later one, since the last 
entry in this diary was on July 9, 1862. If you will go to the Heyman 
lot in Pinewood Cemetery you will see a monument erected there by 
the family in memory of Louis Merz. 


My father, Morris Herzberg, passed away in Philadelphia, where 
we were living, in December, 1902. ‘Two of my brothers, Lee Herz- 
berg and Heyman Herzberg, were living in West Point at that time, 
at Grandma Heyman’s, and working for Heyman, Merz & Co. So, 
after my father’s death, the rest of us returned South. 


~ [don’t know just when it was that Dr. David Marx of Atlanta 
first held services here, but I can well remember that he held ser- 
vices often in Grandma Heyman’s parlor, and that he officiated at 
the dedication of ‘Temple Beth-El] in 1909. Dr. Marx is now Rabbi 
Emeritus in Atlanta, and quite feeble. ‘The land on which the Tem- 
ple was built was part of Grandma Heyman’s garden. ‘The deed is 
dated July 6, 1908, and was recorded September 10, 1946, bearing the 
signature of J. C. Grady, Judge of Probate, LaFayette, Chambers 
County, Alabama. 


This deed is quite unique. It is not made out to the Temple, 
but to three Trustees, Lee Heyman, Zach Hagedorn and Reuben 
Herzfeld, now all deceased. 


The property is conveyed as the site for the Jewish Congregation 
of West Point, Georgia, and Lanett, Alabama, and for religious and 
charitable purposes in connection with its use. The title was to 
remain in these Trustees during life, and upon the death of any one 
of said Trustees, the survivors were to name a successor so that there 
would always be three ‘Trustees in possession and control of this 
property. ‘The deed further states in event the use of this property 


for the religious and charitable purposes enumerated shall cease, 
discontinue, or be abandoned, then the described property shall re- 
vert to Betty Merz Heyman or her heirs. This deed was signed 
“Betty Merz Heyman” and was witnessed by J. T. Johnson and Phil 
Lanier, West Point, Troup County, Georgia. In more recent years, 
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namely on September 4, 1946, my Aunt, Bertha Heyman, deeded ad- 
ditional ground, about 27 feet, to the rear of the Temple property, in 
the event the members might want to build an addition at any time. 


At the time of the dedication of the Temple, in 1909, a Minute 
Book was started. It contains a list of all those local friends who 
contributed for the building fund, a list of the Jewish families here 
and elsewhere who contributed, making a total of $2950. The min- 
utes reveal that Lee Heyman was the first President, and remained 
President until shortly before his death in 1952. The first Secretary 
was Mose Freisleben. After him, and until at least 1934, Louis Philip 
Heyman was Secretary. In 1937, Arthur Hagedorn took over the 
office of Secretary and Treasurer and served faithfully in this capacity 
until 1951, and as Acting Treasurer for a period until new officers 
were elected. | 


During the early period of Temple Beth-El, Joe Herzfeld served 
as Ist Vice President until his death. Lee Herzberg was Treasurer 
until he moved to Baton Rouge, Louisiana, in 1926. From 1926 to 
1937, Zach Hagedorn was our Treasurer. Sam Herzfeld and John 
Hagedorn were devoted members until their passing. Sam served in 
many capacities. He was Chairman of the Cemetery Committee, and 
mainly through his efforts when the old Jewish Cemetery was filling 
up, the Temple borrowed money from its members for the purchase 
of lots in the new portion of Pinewood Cemetery. 


After the passing of Uncle Lee Heyman on November 9, 1952, a 
congregational call meeting was held March 1, 1953, at which the 
following officers were elected: 


Milton Cohn, President 
Willie Spier, Vice President 
James Maxwell, ‘Treasurer 


Mrs. Sam Herzfeld, Secretary 


Milton, Jimmy and Flora are still serving in these capacities, 
having been re-elected as recently as February 1, 1959. During their 
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terms of office we have bought a Hammond Organ, new carpeting, 
and the floors and pews kave been refinished. 


Aunt Jennie Hagedorn, of Montgomery, Alabama, who will be 98 
years old on August 5 of this year (1959) wrote me recently that her 
husband, Uncle Zach Hagedorn, gave the first organ, that her daugh- 
ter, Esther, looked after the music, and that Arch Avary, Sr., Dr. Tom 
Barker and Sallie Sue Longshore (Mrs. Frank Norman, Sr.) sang 
when Dr. Marx came for services. Also, that later Aunt Lula Hage- 
dorn gave the piano we used for many years. 


Aunt Jennie Hagedorn, in her younger days, played for the 
Presbyterian Church. In 1919, when the Presbyterian Church was 
blown down in the cyclone, they used our Temple for their meeting 
place. Mrs. A. D. Ferguson, of the Presbyterian faith, served us for 
our music for many years. She was succeeded for a short time by 
Mrs. Willie Spier, and now Mrs. J. A. Bone, of the Lanett Baptist 
Church, is our gifted organist. 


The Temple was served on monthly or bi-monthly visits by Dr. 
Marx until 1943 when the trip here was too hard for his advancing 
years. We then had several Rabbis from Columbus, Georgia, for a 
few years. Since 1946, Dr. Eugene Blacschleger, of Montgomery, 
Alabama, has been with us once a month for about ten months of the 
year, and is much beloved by his West Point congregation. 


The Temple is a member of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. In Cincinnati, at the Hebrew Union College, young 
students are trained in the faith of Reform Judaism to become Rab- 
bis. Ever since 1938 we have had a student Rabbi to come here to 
conduct services through the ten High Holy Days from the Jewish 
New Year, Rosh Hashonah, through the Day of Atonement, Yom 
Kippur, at which time the young men in our congregation also assist 
in the services. The word “Rabbi” means teacher, and any layman is 
qualified to hold services. “Beth-El”, the name of our Temple, 
means “House of God.” 


Most of the women of the congregation have for many years been 
members of the National Council of Jewish Women. We serve the 
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Temple by providing hostesses for the visiting Rabbis, flowers for the 
services, look after the cleaning of the Temple and care of the 
grounds, and assist in every activity, like the Seder Suppers chat have 
been held, and the recent Centennial Celebration. The Seder supper 
occurs at the time of Passover, and it was a Seder supper that Jesus 
attended, which you know as “The Last Supper.” 


Our membership is small, only 22 who pay dues, representing a 
Congregation of about 50, living not only in West Point and Lanett, 
but in Opelika, LaFayette, Camp Hill, Alexander City, Alabama, and 
Atlanta, Georgia. 


We are proud of the fact that we could observe our one hun- 
dredth anniversary on May 3, 1959, and affirm our Jewish faith. We 
are particularly grateful to those of the Protestant faith who helped 
to make this a memorable occasion, and to the many friends who at- 
tended our services and reception on that day. 


We were truly sorry that Aunt Betty, (Miss Bertha Heyman) now 
94 years old, on account of a broken hip, could not attend. She is 
the oldest member of our Congregation and has always been a staunch 
supporter. 


We hope the Heymans, the Herzfelds, the Hagedorns, the Cohns, 
the Spiers, the Cohens, the Maxwells, the Hartnigs, the Rechtmans, 
the Freislebens, the Levys, the Altmayers, the Sternes, and the Herz- 
bergs, all of the Congregation Beth-El, will continue to strive for 
the good of our institution and religion and for the affection and 
trust which they now enjoy in their communities. 


We want to invite each and every one of you to come at any time 
you can when we hold services. We will be glad to show and explain 
to you those things of typical interest there: the Torah, the five 
books of Moses handwritten in Hebrew on parchment scrolls, and 
kept in an Ark for that purpose; the Eternal Light, the seven branch 
Menorah, our prayer books, and so on, and we assure you that you 
will be most welcome. 
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While this concludes my talk on the Temple, I have something 
else I wish to say. Our President, William Davidson, tells me the 
Chattahoochee Valley Historical Society is collecting things which 
they wish to preserve, and for that purpose have a box at the bank 
until such time as they may have a suitable room for safe keeping. 


The Diary of Louis Merz, this diary about which I have told you 
tonight, was in the keeping of Miss Bertha Heyman, and in talking 
to Aunt Betty, as we call her, we came to the conclusion that the best 
place for it to be preserved was in the files of the Chattahoochee 
Valley Historical Society.

William Davidson, President, assisted by Nella Chambers, Secre- 
tary, spent many hours transcribing the contents of the diary so that 
our families could have copies of same, and also to use in some of his 
writings, and I want now to thank them personally for this difficult 
task. If any of you examine the tiny pencil writings in the diary, 
you will realize what a big job this really was. 


It is now my pleasure to present to the Society, in the name of 
Miss Bertha Heyman, this diary of a Confederate soldier, Louis Merz, 
who gave his life for his beloved Southland and adopted home.

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A WORD ABOUT THE DIARY 


The Confederate soldier’s diary kept by Private Louis Merz is 
a pocket size leather bound notebook, with a tab cover fastening in 
a leather loop. It contains 62 ruled pages size 5-1/2” x 3-1/2”. The 
daily entries are all in pencil and the writing, on both sides of the 
page, is extremely small, though fairly legible. A good glass is 
needed to read it accurately in places. Only a few pages are blank. 

It was while he was stationed at Camp Jackson, Virginia, in the 
vicinity of Norfolk, in 1862, that Private Merz began this diary of 
daily happenings, the first entry being January 1. He records vividly 
events and pathos of camp life, showing the progress of his outfit 
from training to actual fighting. 


The last entry was made on July 9, 1862, near Malvern Hill, 
Virginia, and Private Merz was killed at the battle of Antietam, 
Sharpsburg, Maryland, on September 17, 1862. He was born Novem- 
ber 8, 1833, at Durkheim, Bavaria, and after coming to the United 
States settled in West Point, Georgia, in 1845. He enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the West Point Guards in 1861, and from Virginia contributed 
articles to The LaGrange Reporter, of LaGrange, Georgia, under 
the pen name “Beauregard.” 


Miss Bertha Heyman, niece of Louis Merz, and member of a 
pioneer family of this section, presented the diary to the Chatta- 
hoochee Valley Historical Society at its meeting on Thursday, June 
25, 1959. Presentation was made by her niece, Miss Fannie Herz- 
berg, speaker at the meeting, and a great niece of Louis Merz. 


Miss Heyman, a charter member of the Society, was unable to 
attend, being confined due to a broken hip. Now 94 years of age, 
and greatly beloved by the community, throughout her adult life 
she has been intensely interested in civic, club and religious affairs 
of this Georgia-Alabama area. 


It is with deep appreciation that the Chattahoochee Valley 
Historical Society acknowledges this rare and historic gift for its 
permanent archives. 


Many names of his comrades in the West Point Guards are 
mentioned in the diary. A muster roll of the company has been in- 
cluded to assist the reader in identification.

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DIARY OF LOUIS MERZ 


1862

1 


Last night our mess tent was robbed of its contents, 15 Ibs of 
bacon, sugar, coffe, butter and beef, then adding insult to injury 
by his filling our water bucket with human dirt. May his dirty- 
ing machine refuse to do its duty in all time to come. Bill Hul- 
bert & myself went to Wilder’s bought 21 lbs bacon and hired a 
cart to get logs. Last night Willy, Hulbert & myself drank about 
1 quart of whisky, nobody drunk. Mess No. 10 takes dinner 
with the officers. On picket with Corp. Hulbert. 


Went with Hulbert to Pig’s Point, saw the improved fortifica- 
tions. Got window lights & sash, stopped at the Georgia Battery, 
saw Lieut. Carter & Capt. Cone. Saw target shooting of our regi- 
ment. Our Co. makes a complete failure in firing together, but 
makes a good shot. Mess No. 10 have an eggnog. 


Basset on drill at 10 ocl. Company drill from 2-3 P.M. Dress 
parade. Rain at night. 


No roll call this morning. Detailed on fatigue to cut stumps. 
Taken sick. Dress parade. Spurling treads to eggs. Christian 
arrives. 


On police guard today, Ist relief, Post No. 13. Cold weather. 
Fleet in sight. Wrote letter home. Sleet and rain, ice on the 
ground. Hard to walk. Relieved at 5 ocl. and went home. 


Ice all over the camp. Boys fall in mounting guard. Even the 
Adjutant staggered. Corp Greer met his mother earth with a 
kiss. The company is assembled and Capt Todd makes a little 
speech on reenlisting. About 25 boys step forward. 42 of the 
boys reenlist provided a furlough of 2 months should be granted 
to them. Excitement runs high. Everyone is a candidate except 
Ben Lovelace. Have a head cold. Cough all night. Day guard 
taken off by Col. Doles.

Off picket guard this morning. Went to see the Toombs Volun- 
teers at work at the entrenchment. At 1 ocl. p.m. the rumour 
got out that the Merrimack was out. She hove in sight about 5 
minutes past 1 ocl. accompanied by 2 gunboats & the Harmony 
in respectful distance. The Merrimack passed by Sewell’s Point. 
Rip Raps right close by on the other shore. A black smoke was 
seen believed to have been a signal from McGruder’s Picket and 
musketry was also heard in the rear of Newport News. At 20 
minutes past 2 ocl. she got over to the frigates and one of them 
opened fire on the Merrimack... She responded but very slow, 
and everybody was afraid she would not mark well. Broadsides 
were opened on her, she getting between the two frigates, still 
fired slow and precise. The shots from the frigates mostly 
passed over her. She sank the frigate Cumberland and the Con- 
gress got out of the way & surrendered. The Cumberland went 
down firing a gun. The Yanks fought brave. ‘The Minnesota 


hove in sight but run aground. Three gunboats had before this 
time arrived down James River and shelled Newport News. An- 
other vessel then came in sight and retired again, supposed to be 
a French frigate. 2 more Federal vessels came down. A brisk 
fire was kept up between the Minnesota and our gunboats until 
dark. About 9 ocl. flames were seen and the Congress was on 
fire, her guns discharging from the heat. At 12 ocl. PM mid- 
night her magazine caught fire and she exploded. A terrific 
light. ‘The camp shaked like an earthquake. Many people were 
on the beach to witness all. General Randolph, Col. Jones, good 
many naval officers, especially one old Navy captain who cried 
drunk with joy, jumped like a child. So ended our great victory 
on James River on the 8th day of March, our gunboats being 
this side of the Minnesota while the Merrimack kept closer to 
Newport News. 


Fine weather this morning. The Merrimack and our gunboats 
close to Sewell’s Point. All O.K. Newport News looks isolated, 
the two frigates are no more. The Minnesota is still at her same. 
position. A Federal boat, the Wymer, is engaging the Mervi- 
mack, which is going up towards Mill Creek, supposing to shell

the Federal Navy Yard there. Things stand that way now at 1] 
ocl. 1/2 p. 11 ocl. Merrimack chasing the Wymer. Minnesota 
firing at the Merrimack—the Merrimack firing at the Minnesota, 
no other vessels taking part yet. One of our gunboats steaming 
down to the Merrimack. Merrimack firing very slow, not wast- 
ing her ammunition. Minnesota missing the Merrimack, shoot- 
ing over her. The tide is low yet—15 minutes to 12 ocl. The 
Merrimack is now firing for the first time in 20 minutes. The 
little Baltimore is firing at the Merrimack. Minnesota is still 
firing at Merrimack but overreaching. The little battery is fir- 
ing now. Our gunboat is gaining considerable. Boys uneasy be- 
cause the Merrimack is so quiet. Noon. Firing between battery 
and our gunboat Patrick Henry. Merrimack thought to be 
aground now moving, having the little battery between her and 
the Patrick Henry. Merrimack and Patrick Henry moving back 
toward Sewell’s Point. Minnesota can’t get off even at high tide. 
Levi Stern is of the opinion that they ought to hoist a pole at 
Newport News and write the name on it, he can’t tell it now. 
Pressley comes in scared. He thinks they might burn the Minne- 
sota & he is so afraid. Levi out of employment as reporter. 
Four Federal steamers came to the aid of the Minnesota and fi- 
nally towed her off at night. Our pickets report another vessel 
burning and exploding in the night. Congress 50 guns, Cumber- 
land 24, Minnesota 40, Newport News 20. 


Christian & Capt. Todd going to town this morning. Battalion 
drill short on account of rain. Dress parade in the evening. 
Daybreak from town. 


Heavy Battalion drill this morning about 70 minutes. 


No drill today. Col. Doles on court martial. Daniel discharged 
to go home. Received letter from home. Wrote to Morefield. 
Received $47.00. 


Sent $40.00 home by Hulbert. Battalion drill by Lt. Col. 
Mathews. On picket guard tonight. With 3 LaG. Lt. Inf. first 
part of the night.

While on the pa- 
rade ground heard cannon firing & supposed the Merrimack to 
be out. Was a salute at Newport News. Presumed McClellan 
to be there. 


Last night the boys came to the conclusion to fool O. D. Winston 
by not turning out at reveille. ‘This was done, nobody being out 


except Capt. Todd and Winston. On police guard this morn- 
ing, 3rd relief—Lieut. Lane, (Missouri). 


Off guard this morning. Had a very pleasant night. No break- 
fast. Ken returned this morning. General Blanchard in camp, 
present at dress parade, is serenaded at night. 


General Blanchard present at guard mounting. Battalion drill 
under Col. Doles. Right heavy firing on the Federal side. Lynch 
is suspicious. 


Hulbert going to town. Has right smart to attend to. Battalion 
drill, Col. Doles “old he one.” Dress parade without brass band.

Some suppose the Merrimack to be out, heard a gun fire about 
6 ocl. Company inspection. Fine weather this day. Rumours 
afloat that the Merrimack would be out, beach crowded all even- 
ing. General Loring and staff on the beach. The General lost 
one arm in Mexico. Fine looking man. Beautiful night. Battle 
at Shiloh. 


Give Phillips medicine at 1 ocl.—3 ocl. & 5 ocl. asm. Companies 
of the 3rd Georgia Regt. arriving early in the morning to see the 
Merrimack out. Saw Col. Hodges this morning. No Merrimack. 
Rain in the evening. Boys excited and disappointed. On picket 
guard tonight. Hulbert on police. Marable sick. John Miller 
does not like to go in his place but finally comes to the other 
side of the creek, where we already had 16 men, had 6 men on 
post, John & myself from 2 to 5 ocl. Dark rainy night. Counter- 
sign “A-W”. 


Off guard this morning. Rainy and cold. Tide very high. Went 
to bed and slept several hours. Glorious news from Tennessee. 
A. S. Smith killed. 


Rain, tide high. No drill. Heard of a great victory.

Very cold. Went to the beach. High waves and tide. 


1/2 past 7 ocl. a.m. Merrimack in sight at Burk’s Bluff, 4 gun- 
boats following her, now near Sewell’s Point. Sun shining, but 
very foggy. Can’t see much at present. Another steamer emerges 
from Craney Island. The Merrimack at the Point on the other 
side. A gun is fired by the Federals. Now the Merrimack be- 
tween the Point & Rip Raps. French & English vessels are part- 
ing, Patrick Henry in front, Teaser next, Jamestown seen to head 
for James River channel while the Merrimack is out of sight to- 
ward the Fortress. 15 minutes to 8 ocl. The smokestack of the 
Merrimack in front of the gunboats. 8 ocl. A gun fired now. 
Another gun fired now. 20 minutes to 9 ocl. Many Federal ves- 
sels are leaving now for safer quarters. Bob Collins says the 
Federal vessels are deploying as skirmishers, leaving in Bull Run 
style. 9 ocl. Gunboat opposite Mill Creek. 11 oc. It is clear 
now. One of our gunboats is carrying D force towards Craney 
Island. 1/2 past 2 ocl. ‘The Jamestown returns & comes up to 
the Merrimack. 10 minutes past 4 ocl. 2 shots fired. Several 
shots were then exchanged. At 4-1/2 ocl. our vessels went back 
to Norfolk. Heard of Buell’s death. 


Merrimack in sight this morning. No drill and no fight. Re- 
ceived letter from home. 


Wrote letter home. Went to Wilder’s in the evening, with Hul- 
bert, saw Capt. Mays & Tolliver. Capt. Brady and lady from 
Louisiana Regt. took supper there and arrived back before Tattoo. 


On police guard this morning. Lieut. Wesen officer of the 
guard. General cleaning up. Heard that sentence of Court 
Martial was to be read out. At dress parade Adjutant read out 
from Headquarters Norfolk that a Court Martial held at the 
Louisiana Regt. Col. Doles president. H. D. White of Co. “D” 
4th Geo. Vol. charged with desertion, plead guilty, and was sent- 
enced to be branded on his right hip, have his head shaved and 
be drummed out of the Confed. service. Guss Fish of Co. “I” 
charged with insubordination, firing a gun, loaded with ball and 
powder, at his Capt. Prothero and other specifications on the 
25th day of December 1861 or thereabout, plead not guilty, but 
was found guilty by Court Martial of charge and specifications 
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and senténced to be shot at such place and time as the Com- 
manding General may designate. When this order was read out, 
a pin might have been heard if one had been dropped. Every 
man felt his own heart beating and the whole regiment was down- 
cast. The General Commanding approved of the sentence of H. 
D. White of Co. “D”, but ever ready to override discipline was 
sorry to find that the Court Martial had erred in the case of 
Fish. Ist by omitting to state that the two thirds of the Court 
assented in the verdict, such being necessary to a sentence of 
death. 2nd by not allowing 2 witnesses to be heard who were to 
prove that said Fish might have been insane on said day, which 
could it have been proved would have instigated the crime. 
Therefore, said Fish was to be liberated & returned to duty. 
What a thrill of joy went through every man’s heart, and had 
not the solemnity of the occasion interfered, they would gladly 
have given vent to their feelings by an outburst of applause, so 


great was the joy to see a fellow being, a comrade and soldier 
rescued from the clutches of death. What a narrow escape and 
what a lesson to such who indulge in liquor and cannot master 
and govern themselves when under its influence. Fish was in 
consequence liberated. White, who had uttered threats of escape, 
was strongly guarded, 2 especial sentinels with loaded guns being 
put around his military prison. Guarded White myself from 
8-9 ocl p.m. Went on post til 11-1/2 ocl. Post No. 10, count- 
ersign “Dobbin”. Did not sleep much. 


Off guard this morning. Looked rainy, but soon faired off. 
Drill was ordered. When the Battalion returned, White, his 
head shaved, a black carpet bag in his hand, was drummed out 
of the regiment. He looked downcast and seemed to feel the 
shame and disgrace of such a punishment. 


Fine weather this morning. Battalion drill by walking, or rather 
marching, about 2-1/2 miles to Capt. Wise’s farm, a beautiful 
place. Shaded by cedar trees. Rested about 1/2 hour and then 
returned to camps, passing the Louisiana camp; felt very much 
tired and fatigued; horrible dust. Col. Mathews in command. 
In the evening saw a skeleton of the Conscription Bill, compell- 
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ing 12 months troops to stay in the service for 2 more years. The 
boys were indignant, talked about the “bad faith” of the Govern- 
ment; don’t believe in being made to volunteer nolens volent. 
But the die is cast, we are in for it & no use to grumble about it. 


Light drill this morning; very warm. 


No drill this morning. Unusual bustle of canvassers. Several 
running for every office, general electioneering. Report of hav- 
ing the 4lst Georgia Regt captured at Huntsville. Reports from 
Yorktown. Dress parade. 


No drill. Hulbert corporal of the guard. Twenty-second & Ist 
Louisiana Regt. leave for South Mills. Ist Louisiana leave at 
night. 


Many rumours afloat this morning about our marching off but 
nothing official. We furnish pickets for La. Beach, 12 men from 
the Regt. Several Companies from the 22nd arrive at the La. 
Camp. Phillips has a chill. 


On police guard today. Rain more or less all day long. Heavy 
rain at night. Ist relief Lieut. Strickland officer of the guard. 
Countersign “Louden.” Post No. 12. Felt unwell at night. 


Off guard this morning. Rain part of the day. Col. Mathews 
declares himself candidate for Lieut. Col. French frigate Gas- 
senti with Count Mercier went from Norfolk to Hampton Roads. 
The Company comes to a present arms now when the Command- 
ing Officer appears. 


Drill today, Col. Mathews. At about 4 ocl. Capt. Grimes re- 
ceived marching orders and left at about 6 ocl. with the cheers of 
our regiment. 


Drill by Major Whitehead. Our officers except Capt. Todd go 
to a wedding. ‘Toombs Vol. gone to town. 


No drill today. Received letter from home. 


Rain all day. Wrote home for shoes. Heard of the surrender of 
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New Orleans to the Federals. 


Received orders to have the election of officers on tomorrow. 
Detailed on picket this evening in place of Marable. 


Day of election. General bustle in the Regiment. Election came 
off at 9 ocl. Lieut. Wade Hill was beaten by A. C. Frost by 8 
votes. Lieut. Lanier then announced his name should not be 
run for 2nd Lieut. when Lieut. Lee L. Croft, Privates Atkinson 
and W. C. Cherry announced themselves as candidates. ‘Thomas 
J. Atkinson was elected. Sergt. O. D. Winston then announced 
himself a candidate for 3rd Lieut. against Presley and Chappel 
& was elected. W. W. Hulbert then ran as orderly sergeant 
against J. J. Robinson and McCutchin and was elected. W. M. 
Haines, Sam Cherry and Sam Harrell then run off for 2nd Ser- 
geant. When Cherry and Haines running on the second ballot 
Cherry was elected by 2 votes. Stern, Chisholm, Poer & Slaugh- 
ter then run for 3rd Sergeant, when on the 2nd ballot Chisholm 
was elected by 5 votes. For 4th sergeant, Morris, Miller, Daven- 
port, Stanley and Christian, Harkness & Stern were running when 
Miller, Stanley & Harkness had to run over again, when on the 
second ballot Miller and Stanley had to run again, when Miller 
was elected.

The West Point Guards are regretting the leave of their old of- 
ficers & many wet eyes were seen by parting. Capt. Todd ac- 
companied them to town. May the W. P. G. never have cause 
to regret the step they have taken yesterday. ‘This night the 
W. P. G., or some of them, acted shamefully, getting drunk, & 
earning the fruits of the day before. 


This morning review before Major _______ of the 22nd Georgia 
Regt. Our company in command of Lt. Frost. Lt. Atkinson and 
Winston turned out, Capt. ‘Todd and Col. Doles arrived while 
we were in the field. Roll call before the Major.

Lieut. Col. Mathews resigned last night. Our boys are now re- 
gretting what they have done. Went to see the 22nd Regt drill 
this evening. Poor apology. Fellow said had no man with the 
name of Chaplain in the regiment. 


Drill under Col. Doles this morning. Lieut. Frost officer of the 
guard. Does very well at guard mounting. Went to the 22nd 
again. 


On police guard today. 2nd relief. No drill today. Sergeant 
Miller on guard. Lynch has a drill at 3 ocl. Heard of Pinckard’s 
Co. being scattered. Every relief being on post 3 hours at a time, 
or from 10-1/2 ocl. p.m. — 1-1/2 am. Heavy cannonading all 
night in the direction of Yorktown. Morris on Post No. 1. My- 
self on No. 2. One of the Glover Guards’ Lieut. officer of the 
guard. Countersign, “Floyd.” 


Off guard this morning. Dr. Philpotts and Capt. Todd came in 
to see us. Stay awhile. 4204278

On picket, Ist relief. 


General preparing to march, packing up, fixing up tents. Paid 
to Postmaster Wright $3.25. Bill Hulbert gone to town. Ap- 
peared at dress parade with sack and pack. Wrote home. 


Baggage and sick men sent to town. Dress parade with knap- 
sack. Bill Holmes leaves for home. 


Three large boats going up the James River & are shelling some- 
thing up there at about 9 ocl. Negro women coming in sent by 
white folks to beg our stuff for little or nothing. 12-1/2 ocl. p.m. 
Several frigates are opening fire on Sewell’s Point, making some 
good shots. The fire being slowly returned. The Monitor went 
seemingly very close to the battery when a few shots from the 
battery sent him back from whence he came; finally the Merri- 
mack made her appearance at about 3-1/2 ocl. when the Federals 
retired, the Virginia not firing a gun. 


This morning we learned that a little steamer, the White, sent 
to Craney Island to get guns, hoisted the flag of truce yesterday, 
passed our batteries & went to Fortress Monroe. In consequence 
thereof it was thought the attack on Sewell’s Point had been 
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made. Yesterday Geo. Traylor tried to substitute LaGrange in 
his place. On picket guard last night on the Craney Island side. 
Lieut. O. D. Winston with us on Post, officer of the picket. 


Battalion drill this morning, whole on the field. We received 
marching orders, the line to be formed at 12 ocl. this day. At 
12-1/2 ocl. the signal was given, the companies gathered & the 
regiment formed. We took our new position, 10th Co. Some of 
the sick went ahead of us. Heavy more we packed & soon the 
boys began to draw off ballast, overcoats, shirts and finally knap- 
sacks went overboard to lighten the fatigued soldiers to march in 
the middle of the day, & on such a day, so hot, so unpleasant, was 
more than they could stand. Some were luckier than others, re- 
ceiving transportation for men & beast. But finally we arrived 
at Shoulder’s Hill, where soon thousands of infantry, several bat- 
teries of artillery & squadrons of cavalry arrived. Generals Huger 
and Blanchard were present, and all had quite a military aspect. 
When we had left camp about | mile, Capt. Daniel rode up from 
town & informed Col. Doles that the enemy was in Norfolk. Some 
of our wagons were cut off and sent to camp to transport what 
he could, to burn what he could not save. We rested at Should- 
er’s Hill several hours, & when night set in we received marching 
orders acting as rear guard for the army, and our company rear 
guard for the regiment. We pressed wagons into service to carry 
our knapsacks, and what light hearts, & light baggage, and went 
in the moonshine, while in the direction of Norfolk the horizon 
seemed to be on fire. At 12 ocl. we halted in a certain lane to 
rest for the night; not having blankets or overcoats, we built 
fires, laid on rails, and covered with the atmosphere. Being most 
too pleasant to sleep long, we soon got up, when friend Allen 
cooked some coffee in a cup & a perfect treat it was. At 5 ocl. 
we received marching orders again, & about the same time we 
heard explosion of something which proved to be the Merrimack. 
After marching about 2 hours we were halted again, rested until 
about 10 ocl. when we started again, passed Suffolk & halted 


about 2 miles on the other side towards Petersburg. Here we 
are now in the shade, near a stream, having washed and rested 
we feel well. Our sick have been sent by railroad, & just now, 
Archie, one of the Merrimack crew, comes in and reports the 
Merrimack blown up. While the troops were at Shoulder’s Hill

an accident happened costing the life of one Virginian. The 
enemy did not enter town til 5 ocl. yesterday evening. The dry- 
dock was destroyed and all company stores by ourselves. Some 
of our tents, near all our cooking utensils and a good many other 
things were destroyed. Drawed a half pound of meat and broiled 
it on a stick. Capt. Cone attached to our Regt. Started 6-1/2 
ocl. p.m. went through woods & mud holes. Choice Thrower 
kept our spirits up. Landed at camp at 9-1/2 p.m. in the woods. 
Hundreds of camp fires, beautiful sight; some cooking, others 
eating, etc. Not tired much—started fires & had supper—— 


Monday. Slept fine last night on a tent. Capt. Todd, McCorm- 
ick, Stern, Tower & myself together. Got up at 4 ocl. a.m, Capt. 
Todd bought some sardines last night & was in good spirits. Col. 
Mathews got a fine horse yesterday. Started at 5 ocl. this morn- 
ing, went about 2 miles where Stern, myself, Greer, Miller, James, 
Hill, Haines & Geo. Traylor got a very fine breakfast from Mr. 
Person in the County of Isle de Wight. Dr. Philpotts & Major 
Jordan were with us—were overtaken by General Blanchard. We 
arrived at Black Water about 10 ocl. Bill Hulbert & Lovelace 
went to cooking bread. Phillips had a chill and had to ride in 
the ambulance. Blanchard’s headquarters “on this soil here.” 
Fine apple orchards in this country. Washed about 12 ocl. eat 
some corn bread & then tried to sleep some. Started from camp 
at 4-1/2 p.m. travelled through Southampton County and stopped 
at Berlin at 8 ocl. where we went in camps. Hulbert got corn 
bread and Heyman got— (Are you the bugler of the Regt.2 No 
sir, 1am A. G. Blanchard’s 3rd Brigade.) 


Tuesday. Go up at 3 ocl. this morning, got water. Had a fine 
rest last night and started this morning at 4-1/2 ocl. marched til 
8 and rested. Scott pressed a horse into service. Col. Mathews’ 
horse creates quite an excitement on account of his gendre. N.C. 
Vol. passed us at 12 ocl. Left camp at 3 ocl. p.m. to make room 
for the 3rd Georgia, and arrived at camps to stay all night at 5 
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ocl. We are now in Sussex County. We marched today 14 miles. 


Wednesday. Hulbert & Spurling cooked a fine supper last night. 
I had a good wash. Splendid place to camp, at a Meeting House. 
Got up at 3-1/2 ocl. Left camp at 4-1/2 ocl. went to Littleton, 
rested several times, went through a beautiful country, nice 
houses and good water & landed at camp 16 miles from starting 
place at 10-1/2 ocl. Phillips very sick. General Olmstead be- 
hind us. Missed a breakfast this morning by marching too fast. 
N. C. Regt. got it. Col. Mathews on foot. Dr. Philpotts horse 
unruly on account of 2 thereabout horses. Col. Doles catches up 
with Presley for breakfast. Hospitality among the Virginians. 
Nice sprinkle of rain. We started off at 3 ocl. p.m. ahead of the 
Regt., arrived at camp at 5 ocl. at a mill pond in the County of 
Prince George. We changed our course a little. Pitched a few 
tents, to sleep under, Spurling cooked supper, washed my feet & 
feel quite well. Marched today 21 miles. 


Thursday. Last night we pitched tents and slept fine til 5 ocl. 
this morning. Started 5-1/2 ocl. marched pretty well. Halted 
about 2-1/2 miles from Petersburg, where we put on our knap- 
sacks and marched to our camping place, where we arrived 9 ocl., 
some girls on the route handing the Gents some flowers. Lyons 
was the first of the sick we met. We were about pitching our 
tents when Gen. Blanchard made his appearance and ordered us 
to move about 100 yards further down. We then pitched our 
tents. Arrived and stationed at this place, one N. C. Regt., 22nd 
Georgia, 3rd Georgia, besides passed 14th, 57th & 53rd Va. Regt. 
passed us today, brass band playing. 


Friday. Willy Hill comes in the morning. Phillips is sick. On 
fatigue today. Cleaned my gun. Saw a newspaper. Took a 
wash in the evening. Heard that Daniel had arrived in town. 
Saw Mr. Zachary; Daniel finally arrived; had a Brigade drill in 
the evening, hard case Blanchard commanding. Dress parade. 
Camp called “camp on the Heights.” Wrote letter to West Point. 


Saturday. Heavy Brigade drill in the evening, 2-1/2 hours. 


On police guard. Lieut. Atkinson officer of the guard, 3rd relief. 
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Off guard. Bill Hulbert reduced to ranks. 
Daniel rejected as a recruit. 


Daniel leaves for home again. Our regiment receives marching 
orders. Gen. Huger witnessed our dress parade. Hulbert re- 
instated. Vote on uniform. 


Thursday. Chesterfield County. Reveille at 4 ocl. Left camp 
Grice at 6 ocl. am. Marched with our knapsacks, were cheered 
on the road by Capt. Grimes. Passed through the principal 
streets of Petersburg, band playing and colors flying. Arrived at 
camp 3 miles from the city near a cotton factory at 11 ocl. 
Pitched tents and made ourselves at home. Mechanics Cotton 
Factory, working 98 looms—ladies working therein, soldiers 
crowding. ‘Took a wash in a swift creek. Went on guard tonight 
at 11 ocl. in place of Walker. 


Went to see the fine residence and gardens of Mr. Dunlap. Camp 
Belcher 1 ocl. Just received orders of readiness to cook rations 
for 3 days. 


Mounted guard this morning for Cotton. Right smart rain. Ist 
La., 22nd Geo. & Grimes Artillery passed by this evening by 
land. The 3rd Geo. on the cars. Troops passed by land & rail- 
way all night long. Slept very cold tonight not having blankets 
enough & being treated with unkindness. 


Sunday. Clear and cold this morning. More troops on their 
way to Richmond. Yesterday the resignation of Lieut. Col. 
Mathews came back accepted. Capt. Todd having drills, leaves 
for town. A great many of the boys go to church. 


Quite an excitement in camps. Col. Doles doubles the posts to 
keep the boys in. Received letter from West Point. 


Rain last night and this morning. 2 pieces of artillery attached 
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to our regiment. Day guard taken off today. Col. Mathews 
leaves for home, shedding tears while he tells us goodbye. Hogue 
arrived. 


Some of the boys missing drill yesterday were put on double duty. 
Battalion drill. Our Co. is now first Co. At 11 ocl. we received 
orders to march. At 12 ocl. struck tents and fell into line at 
12-1/2 ocl. Willy Hill in the hospital. Carried his arms to him. 
Marched off, got a fine shower & stopped in the pine woods 3 
miles from the factory. Guss Woods carried my knapsack. Fixed 
our tents waggoners fashion & broiled meat. 


Freisleben got us some buttermilk. Port Waltell, trestlework, 
coal depot, Swift Creek & Appomattox 6 miles from James River 
by water. 600 tons of coal. Tore down a part of the R. R. shed, 
split the planks & fired up to set the coal on fire at any time. 
Took dinner & rested. Took a walk and looked at the scenery. 
Started for camp at 2 ocl. & when arrived there found the Regt. 
ready to march. We went on our way to Richmond. After rest- 
ing some time on the way, we stopped for the night at 7 ocl. 
Hulbert & myself slept together. 


Friday. Left camp this morning at 4 ocl. Arrived at Manchester 
at 6 ocl. am. Saw Mr. Zachary. Marched to Richmond. Saw 
Chas. Hill & arrived at the Brigade camp at 9 ocl. 


Saturday. Awful night last night. Rain, thunder & lightning. 
Took it all under a tree. Left our knapsacks, carried only our 
blankets. Left camp at about 12 ocl. Passed 14th & great many 
Regts. Saw Gen. Huger & others. I can hear the cannonading 
& musketry awful. Our Co. sent on picket into the woods and 
remained all night. V. West brought in 3 prisoners. Col. Doles 
told us goodbye. 


Sunday. Relieved from duty this morning by 2nd Co. Left 
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place at 7 ocl. marched through an awful marsh knee deep in 
water & mud. Marched about 1 mile in water toward banks. 
Were met by Gen. Huger & the line was formed, our Regt., Ist 
La., 22nd & 3rd Geo. It is now 11 ocl. a.m. Firing is heard & we 
have met many wounded. Balloon ascending, & soon after the 
shells come whistling over our heads. We moved and stopped in 
the woods. We met lots of stragglers. Cobb’s Legion takes our 
place and we march to the battlefield, go into the woods and stay 
all night. Not having blankets we sleep on leaves. Had a chill 
in the night. 


Monday. Received orders to march at 2 ocl. Right through a 
swamp. Feel numb. Leave for Richmond. Regt. forming line 
of battle. Arrive in Richmond. Invited by a gentleman to go 
with him & do so. Washed, took a drink, & eat something at Mr. 
H. Stern’s house. Wrote to West Point. 


Slept tolerably well last night. Went to see the Capitol Square, 
beautiful but fatiguing. Washington, Patrick Henry, Henry 
Clay, Mason & Jefferson. Timmer. 


Rain last night. Kindness of Mrs. Hubbard. 


Met Hill, went with me to the 3rd Geo. Hospital where I reg- 
istered. Heard of Dr. Tate’s & W. H. Lanier having been in 
town. 


Saw Messrs. Collins, Poer & Dr. Harrington & Capt. Harrington. 
Went with the Dr. to the 2nd Ala. Hospital where we found A. 
Lancaster dead. 


Saw Phillips & Dr. Tate this morning. Went to the Geo. Hos- 
pital & reported there. Wrote letter to West Point. 


Tuesday. Freisleben came to see me, got my knapsack. Rain all 
day long. Dr. Phillips in town. 


Saturday. Saw Capt. Todd. Received letter from home. 


Sunday. Saw General Magruder. Stewart’s brilliant achievement. 
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Paid Dr. Bargden $6.00 a week; $12.00 to date. 


Received $70.00 from J. T. Morris, him to draw it from W. W. 
Hulbert. 


Saw Isador, Reinhard & sister. 


Thursday. Heard of skirmish yesterday in which the 4th was en- 
gaged. Sam Patton & Mark Hill killed. Edwards, McCoy, Griggs, 
Greer, Simmons & Lieut. Atkinson slightly wounded. 


3 fine flags brought in this morning to Richmond, 11th Pa., 4th 
N. J., & Stockton’s Regt, & with them several prisoners. 


Left the city this morning at 8 ocl. to hunt for the Regt. & after 
long search found our wagon camp, where I heard the Regt. had 
moved off about 6 miles. Saw a long string of prisoners. 3 
stopped for a while, 1 of them shedding tears, the others asking 
for tobacco. Went to the camp in the evening with Lieut. At- 
kinson to see the Yankee entrenchment & camps. Great destruc- 
tion of property. 


Tuesday. Started from camp with Loyd, Pharr, W. H. Hill, 
Peck & ‘Thrower for the Regt. about 5 ocl. We met 1 wounded 
from the LaGrange Light Guards and heard heavy cannonading. 
Stopped near a house to stay all night. 


Rain this morning. Went into a barn, many soldiers there. 
Heard Capt. Todd was wounde.d 


Near Malvern Hill. Arrived in camp this morning. Went over 
the Battlefield. Saw Spurling’s grave. Yankees were then col-. 
lected & buried. Examined the location of the different troops, 
and pronounced it madness to order such a battery to be taken 


from such a position. 1 mile open ground, 3 different hills & 
everything measured off by the enemy. Saw | shell 18 inch long. 
Our boys must have faced death without regard except injury to 
the enemy. 


4 Most of the troops passed by. Our Brigade remains here. 


5 Hear that Capt. Todd is dangerous. Lieut. Frost went to town 
to see him. Dress parade in the evening. Address of General 
Wright read to the troops. 


6 Sunday. General brigade inspection. 


7 Monday. Received marching orders at 3 ocl. to start at 5 ocl. 
Started, very hot, gave out, stopped on the road with Lyons & 
Hulbert. 


8 Got up early, got breakfast, crossed the James River. 


9 Wednesday. Dr. Cherry came to camp and told me that Heyman 
was in town. Heyman came to camp.

EDITORIAL NOTE: Four clippings from the Richmond Dis- 
patch of 1862 were found in an inside pocket of the Diary of Private 
Louis Merz. Two concern regulations of the Conscription Act, the 
other two are poems. One, “The Old Grenadier’s Story,” by G. W. 
Thornbury, describes a hopelessly wounded drummer boy dying 
gladly in Egypt for his native France, while exhorting the men, by 
their continued advance against the foe, “to teach me the way to die.” 


The other poem is perhaps prophetic of Merz’s own fate to die 
in battle. Inasmuch as he was himself a writer, and composed some 
verse while in service, it seems fitting to reproduce Korner’s poem 
here. The paragraph of biographical data is a part of the clipping, 
as shown.

“Theodore Korner, one of the most famous poets of Germany, author of 
some tragedies of great merit, but chiefly known through his minor poems.

Song”, were found in the hollow of an old oak near the battlefield, in 
which he was accustomed to deposit what he wrote during the night. 


“All day he mowed him with his sword, 
And sung tt songs at night.”
